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laws were discussed and approved; leaving the important question 
of the mode and terms of admission for members in full (Christian 
and baptized Hebrews) and for Associate members (Gentile Chris- 
tians) for further consideration. 

The first Sunday-afternoon meeting, November 22d, was fa- 
vored with remarks from Rev. Mr. Chalmers of Pittsburgh, Editor 
of “The Glory of Israel.’ He presented the unusual view, but 
worthy of much consideration, that the promised return of Israel 
to the God of their fathers would be a racial movement en masse 
(not indeed unanimous, perhaps, and yet by no means sporadic) ; 
and that, consequently, the proper work now in hand is, mainly, to 
present the Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ before the Jewish mind 
at large, from a Jewish standpoint, as one Gospel in continuity 
with that given to their ancient race, and not as a foreign religion 
for them to be converted to. If under this aspect they reconsider 
the claims and proofs of Jesus as their promised Messiah, they - 
will again have the opportunity as a body, to divide if they must, 
on the acceptance of His Kingdom and salvation or the con- 
tinuing curse of their rejection of Him and rejection by Him as 
at this day. 

We are certainly not left by the Scriptures of the New Covenant 
to look upon the great apostasy of the rulers at Jerusalem who 
crucified their King, as the finality of Israel’s probation as a race 
or as the Church of God. On the contrary, we are assured that 
this was a case that is to be tried over again by the same people; 
and that in the gracious working of Divine Providence with the 
Spirit and the Word, the “remnant according to the election of 
grace” will not only open their eyes upon their Messiah, as they 
did on and after the Day of Pentecost; but will be free in the 
freedom of this latter day, as they were not then, from the power 
of a wicked politico-priestly oligarchy, to “go everywhere preach- 
ing the Word” out of their own abounding zeal alone, and not as 
driven forth by a persecuting sword, which can no longer be 
brandished over them. 

At the second Sunday-afternoon meeting, November 29th, Rey. 
Mr. Moses of the Protestant Episcopal Church, presiding, made a 
powerful appeal for a deeper study of the Bible by Christian He- 
brews embodied in this Association, as a fundamental requisite 
for their proper influence as a power among the Jews, and, in be-

half of the Jews with the Gentile Church, which should be united 
with them in their cause. Dr. Zeckhausen spoke in the same vein. 
Mr. Reis followed with an impassioned plea for the whole Bible, 
in its unity, and in its spiritual power. The publisher of “Sal- 
vation” made some remarks with a like general direction; empha- 
sizing the unity of the Gospel from its very beginnings with Abel, 
Abraham and Moses, and also the position of (believing) Israel in 
the promises and purposes of God, as the everlasting centre and 
heart of his kingdom, with whom His grace and power shall be 
peculiarly manifested in the modern as it was in the ancient 
world; the periodical “Salvation” being offered for the exposition 
of this aspect of Divine Revelation and the method of world-re- 
demption, and to do what it may to nourish a faith-consciousness 
in devoted Christian Hebrews that they, however few and feeble, 
are the true Israel, heirs of the vast promises of God to the chosen 
race. 


A STATEMENT STRAIGHTENED. 


The President of the New York City Mission and Tract Society 
(Rev. A. F. Schauffler, D. D.) courteously corrects our reference in 
“SALVATION” for October, to the mission house of Rev. Jacob 
Freshman, as having been given up to that Society “under a pro- 
viso that it should be conserved and dedicated forever, where it 
stood, to the gathering of the Jews unto Christ;” also, that the 
Society construed this as a contribution to its general funds, ete. 
We understood Mr. Freshman’s intention to have been as stated, 
but did not mean to say that the proviso was inserted by his trustees 
in the deed, which Dr. Schauffler assures us that it was not. We 
also understood that the property went into the general funds 
of the Society ; that is, was not constituted a separate fund; but Dr. 
Schauffler informs us that it was never construed as a contribution 
to general funds, nor was used for anything but strictly Jewish 
work ; inasmuch as the Society’s annual expenditure on that account 
exceeds the income derived from the investment of the proceeds of 


the Freshman property. 
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THE IMPERIAL COMMANDMENT. 


Very much we regret to see such a paper as the New York 
Observer descend theologically (in the absence of its Editor at 
the Antipodes—theologically also, we hope) to the baldest anthro- 
potheism throughout its series of editorial expositions of the Ten 
Commandments; now on the FourtH. Second only to that is our 
regret to protest thus repeatedly against the use of that paper's 3 
almost unrivalled influence in the staunchest stronghold of Divine 
theology—pardon the tautology, for we have much theology abroad, 
which is not theology but anthropology—the use of that influence 
to undermine in the hearts of Christians themselves, the only 
sanction by which morality, not to say religion, can securely stand 
against the tumult of selfish and lawless passions that rise up and 
beat against each of the Ten Commandments in turn. Based on 
human interest, the Commandments must and do disappear, wher- 
ever human self-love blindly imagines that it can do better for itself 
than by obeying them. 

The clear issue presented is between Divine authority and human 
interests. Inseparably connected as they are, which is dependent 
on the other? This is the article of standing or falling morality. 
We want more than a guide to enlighten self-interest: we must have 
a bond, a re-ligion, an ever-binding law from on high, to enforce 
the guide’s rules, in loyal hearts self-sworn to the holy and majestic 
will of God. Turn the thing other side up; put God and His law 
beneath and not above the interest of man, in the reason of it; and 
you find the law, as interpreted by the well-known rule according 
to the reason of it, practically the sport of “every imagination of 
man’s heart.” There is nothing but quicksand in such a founda- 
tion of morals. 

Born to bear witness unto the Truth—trath that is in God and 
of God alone, as All-in-all—“Satvarron” has found its being’s 
end and aim from the beginning in uncompromising testimony to 
that truth as the absolute will of the God whom it loves, and has 
omitted no occasion to separate that will on high above all the good 
that tlows from it, and that can flow from no other fount or origin. 
In one of its earliest numbers (June, 1899), the vindication of the 
revealed “Genesis” of this world was crowned, as the world itself 
was crowned, with the monumental seal of God’s Sabbath, not — 
man’s, and not founded on a basis of creature interest, but on a 
basis from which it could control the interests of mankind forever, -] 
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regardless of mankind’s most plausible claim to regulate its in- 
terests by its own conscience and wisdom. 

Why did God bless and sanctify the Seventh day ? (Genesis 1: 3). 
Because it would be a good thing for man? He might have said 
so (as doubtless He had not forgotten that), if He had chosen to 
make that the fundamental reason, rather than the honor due to 
Himself as the Greator of all. 

The Fourth Commandment stands out from all its companions 
_ as the only one that cannot be enforced by prior considerations of 
reason or rectitude; much as we may find in its fruits of bene- 
ficence to recommend it. It is also the only commandment that 
stands out in the Word of God, as the cardinal point or pivot on 
which turn blessing or cursing on His people. No commandment 
of the nine can be found thus exalted and emphasized in Revela- 
tion, although each of these finds full response in the native in- 
stincts of every unperverted moral being. This eminence of domain 
can be explained only on account of its unique relation to God’s 
underived and unassisted—if you will, ‘arbitrary’— sovereignty. 
We love His ‘arbitrary’ will, that gives us something to do solely 
for His sake, and for love of Him alone. Perish the doctrine that 
thrusts self-interest between Him and us! 

Therefore, we have named the Fourth Commandment, and re- 
name it, “THe IMPERIAL COMMANDMENT, par eminence; both from 
moral indifference and spiritual unessentiality, the single purely 
arbitrary Commandment of the Ten that God has given to men; 
the only Commandment that we can find no imperative reason for 
obeying always, save the naked will of God; the only one that it is 
impossible to obey implicitly in all cases without thereby acknowl- 
edging an underived and unassisted sovereignty over us. This it 
is that makes God’s Sabbath the touchstone of loyalty or disloyalty 
to God, throughout the sacred scriptures. The Sabbath is the 
flag of a Divine Sovereign unfurled over all the earth, and the en- 
sign at the peak of every loyal dwelling. ‘I gave them my sab- 
baths to be a sIGN between me and them.’ 

“The hostile army understands this symbol better than the loyal 
army does. There is nothing in the universe that they hate as they 
hate the Imperative Sabbath. Some of their more respectable di- 
visions are willing to patronize a day of physical rest, or even a 
day of decent complaisance toward God, and of wholesome moral 
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culture. But whenever an issue is raised between human conveni- 
ence or pleasure and the categorical imperative of a Sabbath holy 
to God, the black flag of rebellion is run up with as vicious a jerk — 
in our high-toned daily papers and pew-renting society, as in any 
congregation of evildoers. . . Whether the absolute monarchy 
of God is openly defied or plausibly ‘limited,’ this one decisive 
issue, like Ithuriel’s spear, raises the demon of revolt in all quarters 
—often even in the Church—showing that he who is not with us 
here is verily against us.”—“Satvation,” Volume I, Page 282. . 


A THANKSGIVING SERMONETTE. 

TEXT: Thanks be unto God for his unspeakable gift. 

“Unspeakable” as Hternity—it is eternity; eternal life. But 
it is much else that is unspeakable, besides, and that concerns tha 
present interest, every present interest, of every living man, whether 
he is to live again or not. ’ 

A young Christian (once young), confessed to the writer that 
she could not understand how the goodness of God to us was so 
wonderful, since it cost nothing to Him who commands all that is 
and also all that is not. She has since learned something of the 
“cost” to God of everything, great or small, that we enjoy. Per: 
haps there are many who have never seen their common comforts 
and immunities in the light of fruits from the dreadful tree of 
Calvary. Yet a glance backward through the history of our partly 
Christianized civilization must impress every one with the direct 
descent of everything we enjoy, great or small, from the agony and 
death of our Redeemer. Before that, life itself was no man’s right. 
or privilege. Neither his life, nor his family, his wife, his children, 
his home, his earnings or produce, was exempt from spoliation | 
by the stronger, or at least, the strongest, at their pleasure; and 
outside of Christianity, it is so still. Nor were the strongest more 
secure. Most of these, themselves, had closed their lives in blood or 
desolation. But no matter for them. Coming down to our condi- | 
tion in the minutiae of daily life, and comparing it with the condi- 
tion of our British or other ancestors; who would feel that their 
condition could be borne, as to houses, heat, cold, diet, labor, cloth- 
ing, furniture, intercommunication, education, and innumerable | 
things? In the single matter of the food on our thanksgiving or 
ordinary tables, the development of healthful luxuries for all, de- 
manding thanks to God for his all-comprehending and unspeakable _ 
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gift, must in every particular be traced back to the Cross of Christ. 
The fruit, whatever it be, that luxuriously refreshes you, has been 
developed by ages of cultivation, made possible only under the 
shadow of that dreadful tree, and may, without much departure 
from literality, be catalogued among the innumerable fruits that 
grow upon it today! It overspreads the Christianized world with 
fruit-laden branches innumerable, bearing all manner of fruits. 
_ The “multitudinous sea” and the sands upon its shores are not so 
many as the fruits of Christ’s Cross. 

God knows what that Cross cost Him. We can only know, with 
eternity to learn it, the unspeakable multitudinous gift that He 
purchased for us at that cost. Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard 
neither have entered into the heart of man, the things which Goc 
hath prepared for them that love Him. (1 Cor. 11: 9), 


THE PLAGUE OF PROSPERITY. 

When we hear the amount of missionary contributions per mem- 
ber (in a certain great wealthy denomination in the United States) 
averaged for the last year at $1.08, as against $1.87 for the previous 
year—a falling off of more than forty per cent.—we naturally 
estimate the visible religious declension by adding to the forty per 
cent. the enormous percentage of prosperity and wealth which this 
leading denomination in business as well as theology has realized, 
while its benevolences were going down in a shameful ratio about 
the same besides. Such a sign bodes the profoundest peril as well 
as shame for Christianity, as it opens on its Twentieth Century. 
What shall we make of it? 

The object of the present note is to point out that the small 
faith and love of our churches have been uncommonly tried, rather 
than helped and encouraged, by the unprecedented flood of pros- 
perity that has rolled and still rolls over them. So that we should 
be surprised, not at Christ’s loss of forty per cent. in support from 
his followers under these untoward circumstances, but rather that 
the loss has not been two or three times forty per cent. If the 
country had been swept by a commercial panic, or a blight of agri- 
~~ eulture, and failure in business had been the order of the day, we 
really might have hoped for better things in Christian liberality! 
In this view of the true interests of our country, should not the 
President of the United States, instead of the usual Thanksgiving 
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z 
proclamation, have appointed a day of fasting, humiliation and — 
prayer, that the curse of prosperity may be removed from us? : 
It is a new idea, is it not? to deprecate the goodness of God in 
Providence as a curse. Has He so intended His blessings? If not, — 
who has so perverted them, unless it is his adversary, the Devil? ; 
“While men slept, His enemy came and sowed tares among the F 
wheat [enormous though the crop!] and went his way.” Yes, “he 
went his way.” Has any one preached on that clause of the text? 
He went his way, and left us unconscious of his visit and of what 
he had deposited ; left the Church more self-complacent than ever, 
boasting unashamed of her increase and of her graces, too. The 
deadly poison mingled in the temporal mercies of God has turned 
them into a veritable plague, and we knew it not. 5 
As little do we recognize the nature of the germ. The microseope 4 
of our spiritual bacteriologists has not yet been focussed on the 
plague bacillus in our wealth that carries spiritual devastation 
through the body of Christ. Without pretending to special revela- 
tion, we more than suspect that Christian wealth will never be dis- 
infected nor the spiritual plague in it be stayed, until our doctors 
shall detect, isolate, proclaim and exfumigate that germ, by the | 
word of God. 
But do they not preach the word of God, and gallantly stand up { 
for it, too? Not quite, brethren; not even fundamentally. There b 
is something at the very beginning of the Gospel, that you do not 
touch, and the fruitless references to it in “SALVATION” would tire | 
you as they tire us, if you read them. That ray would reveal to you 
the plague bacillus that secretly infects all our temporal good and ~ 
pervades it with “the pestilence that walketh in darkness,” while 
~we wonder why we perish. Be entreated to look at it, pastors. Ap- : 
ply it first at home, for there, perhaps, is the great difficulty. Much 
greater faith than we dare to preach or practise is requisite to the 
practical adoption, without attenuation, evasion or quibbling, of 
the initial condition for His disciple, declared by our Lord in Luke 
xiv: 33, or Matthew vi: 19, 25, 33. 

“Whosoever he be of you that forsaketh not all that he hath, he 
cannot be my disciple.” Not even the family, or the future of the 
widow and orphan, is excepted; all are confiscated to Christ and his 
custody, in Luke x1v:26. This is where the shoe pinches and is 
cast off. This postmortuary providence, now universally preached 
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as a duty, is most explicitly forbidden, in the words, “Lay not up 
for yourselves treasures upon earth. . . . Take no thought for 
your life. . . . but seek first the kingdom of God. 

‘[“a commandment with promise”] and all these things shall be 
added unto you.” 

When we dare to believe the promise and preach the command- 
ment, the poison of the plague will be extracted from prosperity, 
and our Lord can then multiply it unto His people to his heart’s 
content, and not destroy them by it. This is the promise of Dowie 
to his followers, and he gets many. Cannot Jesus, the Almighty 
and the Savior, be believed and obeyed? 


THE EXAMPLE OF A POOR INDIAN. 


At a late Christian-Indian camp meeting on the Odanah reserva- 
tion, a party of eleven came down from Northern Minnesota and 
many came from three different settlements in upper Michigan. 
There was one representative from a reservation in Minnesota, who 
is the only protestant missionary among the 20,000 or more Indians 
of that State. He has been eighteen years in the work, supporting 
himself mostly by working with his own hands, although he has 
worked somewhat with three different denominations and is now 
an ordained minister in one of them. When he began he was 
no Jonger a youth, but he could neither read nor write. Through 
his own private study he can now do both efficiently in both 
languages. Many souls have been born into the kingdom through 
his efforts. The great difficulty he meets is the impossibility of 
finding faithful pastors to put in charge of fields after he has 
evangelized them. In two different fields he built churches and left 
them in care of pastors who proved unfaithful and left the work, 
and now no one can be found to take their places.—Northland and 
Bethany Record. 

All that has been done in the past has but touched the borders 
of the great need. We are seeking constantly to bring the needs 
of the Northland before the eyes of Christians, not that the work 
may be done through us, but that, realizing the needs, others may 
seek them. Do the work through your own denominational board, 
independently, only po somerutne for the Northland. Within 
the past three months four of the fields which our workers had 
opened, have been taken up by one of the large denominations. 
Praise the Lord! May every town and hamlet, lumber camp and 
mining location soon have the word preached in it. One hundred 
dollars will put a man in the camps of a given district for four 
months, perhaps for six months, and the Gospel will be regularly 
preached to at least four hundred men, perhaps eight hundred 
or a thousand.—Northland and Bethany Record. 
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“CEASE YE FROM MAN” 
“OR WHEREIN IS HE TO BE ACCOUNTED OF?” 

The municipal election of November in the City of New York 
was a trumpet blast of no uncertain sound and of terrible power. 
The host of good men whose lavished exertions—and, alas, their 
high patriotic hopes—went down in that crash of doom, will have 
to cease from man: for the city has made deliberate and final choice 
between the most unequivocal extremes of good and bad government, 
and no earthly power can reverse it. But will they turn to the 
only Power that can help them? Many of them are church mem- 
bers. But does the Church itself begin to realize that Satan is 
the Prince of this world, and that 

On earth is not his equal? 

“Shall I lift up my eyes to the hills? From whence cometh my 
help? My help cometh from the Lorp, who made heaven and earth.” 
There is no help but in Christ. When will the Church “cease from 
man” under Satan, and devote its individual and collective energies 
to the kingdom of God? As to political conflict, let them endure 
it still who have no better hope than in man, but cling to that in 
worldly optimism “bequeathed from bleeding sire to son.” 

Reviewing from the beginning the history of nations, we find 
all concluded with one invariable doom: “Ephraim is joined to 
his idols—let him alone” to perish. There is only one kingdom 
that has never perished, but is to triumph and survive. It is not 
a Citizens’ Union, it is not of man, it is the Church of God when- 
ever it shall be God’s indeed, not as now in “a divided duty.” 

THE RADICAL CAUSE OF IT ALL, 

Explanations are nearly as numerous as expositors, but they all 
agree that they cannot understand it. This or that circumstance 
may have been contributory ; but the radical cause at the bottom of 
every contributory condition—not excepting the undue influence 
of party politics—has been that the people do not love law. A 
little of it, just to make living possible, the Germans themselves 
will endure; but law as inflexible is repugnant to the spirit of the 
age, and especially to the mixed multitude called politically New 
York. 

At the previous municipal election, the people of New York 
thought they wanted a little more law. That was a mistake. They 
have had two years of it, and they find they do not like it. That 
is the bottom fact of all. Whatever mistakes there may have been 
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‘in the Fusionist campaign, the decisive one was in exhibiting a 
record of inflexible police administration of law. Flexibility, evi- 
_ dently, suits the average of our citizens better. Although it be for 
the present allotted only to private purchasers, it is cheap at any ~ 
price, as a public principle in general and in the long run. A 
liberal flexibility is the popular ideal of law, human or divine, of 
morals, education, theology and everything. Nothing is plainer 
than this phase of the boasted modern enfranchisement of the hu- 
man mind. As of old, the deepest thing in the heart of the natural 
man is anarchy still, and very rapidly we are reverting to that state 
of nature. Man does not love law, never loved it, and never loved 
it less than now. The outworking of this antipathy in support of 
the Tammany style of police administration is naturally nearest 
to fullness in the great gathering-in of the lawless from all lands in 
quest of liberty as license, that gives character politically to the 
city of New York. Its watchword is “Home Rule,” and very little 
of that. But home rule has got a set-back this time that must 
perceptibly tighten the reins of the great Commonwealth on its 
unruly member. sks 


THE IRRUPTION OF DOWIEISM AND THAT SORT OF 
THING. 


EDITOR OF “SALVATION,” IN THE HOMILETIC REVIEW FOR NOVEM- 
BER—EXTRACTS. 


“Antichrist” means an opposition-Christ; anything that assumes 
His offices, titles, and characteristics, as the disguise of another, and 
as the structure of “another Gospel.” What would the beloved 
disciple have thought, if inspiration had given him a view of the 
Twentieth Century with its huddling swarm of impostors in the 
name of Christ and in patches of His livery, that cover the earth 
with streaming multitudes of followers drawn out from the unbe: 
lieving mass of men, and largely, alas! from the membership of 
churches? How emphatic would have been his warning to his 
“little children” of this time! 

What is their common fundamental characteristic? 

In the last analysis, every opposition gospel ever broached under 
the sun carries us back to the original organizer who said, “Ye 
shall be as gods.” Under some form of the same basic pretension, 
the same deceiver has organized his “churches” in all ages. In the 
primal age, if we study intimately the “first church” under the 
priesthood of Cain, we find a principle of human works and will 
worship finely adapted to ensnare the better grade of natural men, 
and quite in vogue to-day, under the name of Christianity, among 
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those who practise natural righteousness even to refinement, as a 
satisfactory tribute of independent goodness to the great Goodness 
primus inter pares. “Ye shall be gods” in religion, morals, and 
culture. 

Out of the glorious apostolic form of godliness was constructed 
gradually a new form of man-worship in a priesthood nominally 


for Jesus Christ, but in His name actually superseding His author- . 
ity as teacher, ruler, and Savior. So cunningly is this priesthood 


(called the Church) connected with the Christ which it claims 
as Head, and of whom it makes itself a delegate head, that it has 
entitled itself by ecumenical prevalence to that bad eminence as the 
Antichrist of Antichrists which apocalyptic marks and the general 
consensus of Christ’s direct followers have assigned to it. “Ye 
shall be as gods,” by representatives of your own nature, clothed 
with divine power and authority for salvation. 
Mormonism, Eddyism, and Dowieism all build on something, more 
or less, of the foundation of the Gospel of Christ, and “draw away 
disciples after them” who would be followers of Christ and think 
they are so. 

Mormonism has its cornerstone in a divine paternity, in which 
it aligns man (the male) with the All-father, and ministers at once 
to his vanity and his sensuality with a promise of divine exaltation 
and felicity proportioned to the extent of his propagative range. 
In this it is a counterpart to the great enticement of the serpent 
through Mohammed; who expressly superseded Christ, although 
building monotheism with foundation elements from the Bible. 

Eddyism—or the scheme impudently called Science, and blas- 
phemously described as Christian—is an effigy dressed in patches 
of Christ’s righteousness, and ‘surmounted, like the Cross, with 


the title Jesus, and the roll of the Gospel; yet fundamentally re- | 


ducing God to nature by exalting nature as God, and so making man 
to worship himself as the only or chiefly perceptible embodiment 
of the all-immanent principle, which is God everywhere and every- 
thing, and besides which there is nothing save the vacant images 
of the “mortal mind.” “Ye shall be gods” indeed, no less! That 
the mortal mind that projects these phantasms of its own creation 
is itself something independent of and even antagonistic to the 
“Only Reality,” is a part of the creed that subverts the whole, and 
that may never have occurred very impressively to a mind so utterly 


chaotic as the constructor of the chaos called Christian Science. 


Contradictions at every point and at every turn make less impres- 
sion on the feathery brains of such believers that dents upon a 
feather pillow. Reason and consistent thought renounced, it is as 
idle to argue the question as to summon a tempest to harmony. 
For an etiological study, it is presumable that the so-called mind 
of Mrs. Eddy may have once stumbled on the idea now growing in 
the philosophic mind concerning the constitution of matter: ¢,e., 
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that it is simply a complex of forces (which are “spiritual” — 
divine?) operating variously on that complex of forces constituting 
our senses, and so creating an objective reality to the mortal mind. 
Reasoning from this concept without the slightest faculty of logic, 
the whole “science” of Eddyism might have built itself up with as 
little reality as the phantasms of the mortal mind are supposed im- 
bued with. How the mortal mind of so many multitudes of the 
present generation came into a state of logical chaos to receive, and 
gravely abide and act in, such “science” and such religion, is a 
question worth studying by educationists. 

Finally, we come upon the gravest complex of divine truth anc 
human fatuity ever yet compounded, in what we have generalized 
as Dowieism. The primitive principle of the serpent here assumes 
the form of faith, and is “transformed into an angel of light.” It 
is so intimately confounded with the fundamentals of Christ’s holy 
religion, and so intertwined with the most devout experiences of 
many sincere but ill-taught Christians, that it is difficult to thread 
the faint line of separation between faith and presumption, which 
we must find and keep if we are to escape again the snare of the 
serpent, who promises that we shall be as gods in power for healing 
and all things if we but choose to have faith. 

Seizing on the evangel of saving and over-coming faith in Christ, 

-and wrenching it free from its specific relations and limitations, to 
an absolute force for every purpose not prohibited, the presump- 
tuous aspiration to be as gods has been embraced by many as their 
religion. But the element that is fundamental in Christian faith 
is waiting subjection. Minus this element, faith in God is self-will 
and presumption. I have met with it in whole classes of such ultra- 
believers, who read the will of God like an open book, and read it 
loudly to me; construing their impressions or plans as inspirations, 
and praying in much assurance for the realization of the same, as 
the very will of God. ; 

If the practical impossibilities that must contradict the preten- 
sion to faith-power at will for all things were not as thick before 
Dowieites as in the way of Mrs. Eddy’s devotees, we might suspect 
thatthe personal Antichrist stood now revealed ; especially when we 
consider that the faith-curists of substantially the same cult are 
not yet all enrolled under the conquering banner of Dowie, but are 
apparently increasing in number within temporary bounds of sober 
orthodoxy. Why should they not all coalesce? The doctrine of 
divine healing has been the expressed belief of the Church of God 
as far back, at least, as the date of Psalm ciil., with the authority 
of God’s expressed word in Exodus xv. 26: “I am Jehovah, that 
healeth thee.” But their common postulate now 1s to the effect 
that God has delegated His own healing omnipotence to faith at 
the will of every one who may choose to claim it. ; 

A tract entitled, “Christ our Healer,” was lately put into my 
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hands by a beautifully devout woman, who has since died renouncing 
agencies of healing as impious, and in perfect repose on the prayer 
of faith as the only medicine allowed by the Lord to His believing 
disciples. The writer of this tract construes the promise of atone- 
ment and deliverance by Christ, in Isaiah lii. and liii., as primarily 
physical; and so far as spiritual, of course but secondarily and 
metaphorically so; and accordingly argues that a promise of im- 
mediate bodily healing for the believer is as broad and far reaching 
as the atonement, and that a doubt of this “exposes the whole mat- 
ter of redemption itself to serious doubt.” The undeniable absence 
of special immunity from disease, and from death by disease, among 
those who are supposed to enjoy the privilege of divine healing by 
faith at will, is disposed of as no otherwise significant than the like 
spiritual inperfection of Christians in general. 

If the Gospel and work of Christ had done nothing more percepti- 
ble than that, for our spiritual condition as His people, since our 
forefathers were worshiping images of stone, with cruel and bloody 
rites, then the comparison and the argument might hold good. For 
such as successfully cultivate the faculty of shutting their eyes to 
the incoherency of the comparison, it of course may and does hold 
good. Rational discussion therefore becomes impertinent, and need 
not detain us. 

But the more common and prevalent argument is obtained by 
assuming to all believers in all ages, the entire catalogue of mir- 
aculous gifts of the Spirit promised by our Lord to the a postles and 
primitive believers as “signs” of His resurrection and presence with 
them. Nine such “gifts” are mentioned in 1 Cor. xii.; distributed 
to one and another (as the apostle points out from the well-known 
experience of the primitive Church), according to the special pur- 
pose of the divine will in each case. Yet these gifts—each so evi- 
dently special and personal—are arbitrarily translated into one uni- 
versal endowment for all believers: a meaning explicitly barred by 
the apostle’s own language concerning them. 

This stride of will taken, it remains easy to explain, in like ar- 
bitrary manner, the admitted absence of eight miraculous gifts out 
of the nine, as the mere result of our having discontinued the ex- 
ercise of this one gift of healing, or the claim thereof by the prayer 
of faith; and hence, as our author infers, if this exercise were re- 
sumed it might be expected that all the rest would follow! 

These flights of fancy being successfully accomplished, the exer- 
cise of thought is again foreclosed, and need not, and does not, 
waste any time. 

It may, however, be useful to remind those who feel it their duty 
to Jump at all things, even to the literal removal of mountains by 
faith, that nowhere in Revelation or in human consciousness is 
found a possibility of assuming Scriptural faith at will in any mat- 
ter whatever. In miracle, it is contrary to the constitution of the 
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rational mind, and is a supernatural possibility only as “the gift 
of God” (Ephes. ii. e¢ passim). “No man can say [in true faith] 
that Jesus is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost” (1 Cor. xii. 3). 
Jesus Himself referred the same declaration by Peter exclusively 
to “the Spirit of my Father who is in heaven.” None can truly 
trust in Him for salvation (although we can rationally accept the 
promise, on evidence), but by gift from the same divine power; 
and much less can further supernatural gifts be received but “ac- 
cording to your faith” as given for each purpose from above. To 
this give all the Scriptures witness with one accord. It is nothing 
but the blindness of spiritual conceit or careless reading that over- 
looks limitations and takes for granted the assumption of all divine 
grace and power at will. 

One word in the Epistle of James (v. 14) remains as a hook to 
hang “faith-healing” upon: 

“Is any sick among you? Let him call for the elders of the 
church, and let them pray over him, anointing him with oil, in the 
name of the Lord; and the prayer of faith shall save the sick, and 
the Lord shall raise him up.” 

This apostolical prescription for disease in general contains three 
ingredients: (1) The united intercession of the church; (2) the 
prayer of faith as given by the will of God for the special case; (3) 
the administration of the then usual remedy of oil, “in the name of 
the Lord ;” (as “all things whatsoever ye do” are to be done in the 
Christian life). That there is or ever was any mystical anointing 
known as a medium of divine grace, the Roman Church alone con- 
ceives, in common with certain evangelical interpreters of this pas- 
sage. The mistake is gross. The thorough rubbing of the body 
with oil, still practised as from time immemorial, in the East, as 
the best known treatment of the sick, is not at all represented by 
touching the forehead with a drop of oil in the name of the Lord, 
who never instituted any such ordinance in His Church, for sick or 

ell. 
: Contradictions without number, of Scripture and experience alike, 
entangle the followers of this delusion in every form—whether 
Christians in their general views, or disguising the most impious 
and pantheistic extravagance ever imagined with a cloud of religious 
verbiage and metaphysical speculation. 


“ABIDING” AND “WILLING” IN CHRIST. 
“Tf ye abide in me, and my words abide in you, ye shall ask what 
ye will and it shall be done unto you.” John xv: 7. : 
Two questions remain before the understanding of this promise. 
First, as to the conditions: Who knows what they are? what is it 
to abide in Christ and to have His words—His whole mind and 
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will—abide in us? That must be something transcendent of all 
that we ask or think: a gift of power by grace, reserved undoubt- 
edly for the people of God, but perhaps reserved as yet, and only 
given as earnest, in the mighty works of the Apostles. 

Second: When all this transcendent condition shall be fulfilled, 
and we “shall ask what we will and it shall be done”’—what will 
we will? Who knows? Certainly nothing much like what we can 
beforehand will, or can now think we shall will. 

Such considerations as these need to be impressed upon some 
good people who think they can jump at the ultimate heights of 
Divine promise whenever they choose to. They have no conception 
at all of how much those great words mean. 


Critical Study of the Bible. 


HISTORICAL OUTLINES. 


IN THE LAST JEWISH CENTURIES BEFORE CHRIST—THE MACCABEES 
AND THE JEWISH REVOLUTION. 


In “Satvation” for November we summarized the two desola- 
tions of Jerusalem and the temple, by Anteiochus in person first 
and next by his general Apollonius. As if these judgments were 
not enough for the ever-apostatizing city—leaving the temple de- 
filed, shut up and deserted, the city depopulated of non-apostate 
elements and mainly destroyed, and the whole desolation under sur- 
veillance by the garrison of the heathen despot—Anteiochus also | 
decreed that throughout Judea not only, but also in all parts of his 
great Asiatic dominion, whoever worshipped the God of Israel, or 
circumcised their sons, or did anything in observance of the laws of 
Moses, or had in their possession any copies of the Divine Law, 
should be put to death: so that all religion except paganism might 
be utterly extinguished, while the sacrifices and obscene festivals 
of Grecian idolatry were everywhere established and enforced. The 
Samaritans took advantage of the opportunity to secure themselves 
with the king, by repudiating their professed kindred with the He- 
brew people and religion, and causing their temple to the Living 
God, on Mount Gerizim, to be re-dedicated to the Grecian Jupiter. 
Many of the Jews themselves, either so inclined, or intimidated, 
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fell away to heathenism and joined with the bitterest apostates in 
persecuting the faithful that remained. 

While the officers of the despot were going through Judea enforc- 
ing these decrees, one of them, named Apelles, came to Modin, where 
dwelt the aged and godly Mattathias, of priestly rank, the great- 
grandson of Asmoneus (whence the famous name of Asmonans) 
with five valiant sons, Johanan, Simon, Judas called Maccabeus, 
Eleazar, and Jonathan. Here, Apelles, having inaugurated the 
heathen altar and sacrifices, sought to persuade Mattathias to join 
in the act of apostasy ; but he, fired with a divine fury like Phineas 
of old, not only proclaimed defiance to the king’s decree, but rushed 
upon the altar and killed a miserable apostate Jew about to do 
sacrifice. By this act of desperate courage his five sons together 
with some others were so inflamed that they rallied to him and killed 
Apelles himself, with his company, on the spot. These then escaped 
to the mountains, calling on all true Israelites to follow them. Soon 
the desert places were filled with faithful refugees, whose character 
may be inferred from the memorable incident of the thousand who 
were penned in a cave, where they were all massacred unresisting 
because it was the Sabbath day. On this, Mattathias and the 
priests and elders with him, after full deliberation, decided that 
man was not made for the sabbath in that sense, but that there were 
such things as natural works of necessity, and that it was lawful 
when necessary to fight for their God, their country, their children, 
and their lives, on the Sabbath day. 

Anteiochus, freshly enraged at the defiance of his will and the 
frustration of his intention, came again into Judea and held a 
carnival of atrocities of which frightful specimens are commem- 
orated in Josephus and the first book of Maccabees, but must give 
way to the broader outline of the picture which we seek to impress 
on the reader’s memory. He returned to his capital, Antioch, baffled 
and more than ever enraged by the obstinacy of the believing Jews. 
Fresh numbers of them, driven to desperation by the cruelties they 
had witnessed and suffered, swelled the colonies in the mountain 
fastnesses. It is noteworthy, and perhaps significant, that the 
zealots of the “oral law” (precursors of the sect of Pharisees), called 
Chasidwans or Chasidim, or the pre-eminently holy, and so known 
and entitled to this day, came into the growing revolution at this 
juncture, later than the original bands of purely biblical believers 
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who were possessed by naturally purer zeal, but perhaps not fierces 
desperation. 

Thus re-inforced, Mattathias came forth and took the field, Te- 
covering city after city, purging them of idols, slaying the J ewish 
idolaters, and re-establishing the divine ordinances of religion. 
Finding that copies of the prophetical books had been spared as 
unessential to their religion, and were read by the pious Jews in 
their synagogues in the place of the confiscated books of Moses, 
Matthias, in restoring the books of Moses, left the reading of the 
prophets as a double lesson, which so continues to this day in the 
synagogues of the Jews. 

With the close of this year (167 B. C.) closed the life of the aged 
Mattathias, and opened the wonderful career of his famous son, 
Judas Maccabeus and his heroic band, whose exploits rivalled those 
of David and his “chief thirty,” who like himself slew singly giants 
and thousands on thousands of the armies of the aliens, in the name 
of the Almighty God of Israel. They filled full the prophecy that 
Daniel had given of them (xII: 32 to 34). “But the people that 
do know their God shall be strong and shall do exploits.” Of their 
teachings and sufferings also, it was a prophetic summary that 
“They that understand among the people shall instruct many: 
yet they shall fall by the sword and by flame, by captivity and spoil, 
many days . . . and some of them of understanding shall fall, 
to try and to purge and to make them white, unto the time of the 
end.” Judas Maccabeeus has left his own surname (of doubtful 
origin) to all of that period in every place both before and after 
him, who stood and suffered for the truth of God. 

Renewing the war after the death of his father, with increased 
numbers and redoubled energy, Judas went everywhere vanquishing 
the enemy, as if God was with him as he had been with Joshua to 
whom it was said, “there shall not a man be able to stand before 


thee all the days of thy life;” purging away the abominations of - 


idolatry, punishing the apostates, renewing the worship of God, and 
refortifying and garrisoning the towns. 

Apollonius withstood him in vain in a great battle, was killed 
and his army routed leaving much valuable spoil to strengthen the 
revolution. Seron, deputy governor of a neighboring province, 
marched in from the eastward, and with all his army met the same 
fate as Apollonius. Then Anteiochus himself gathered a great army 
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to subdue the revolution: but finding himself short of funds went | 
eastward with part of his force to collect back revenues from Ar- 
menia and Persia, leaving Lysias with the main part of the army, 
charged to subdue the Jews and utterly exterminate them. Other 
satraps joining him, the army concentrated at Emmaus amounted 
to 47,000 horse and foot, followed by a different army, of a thou- 
sand merchants with great treasure for the purchase of the Jewish 
slaves to be captured, and which were offered by proclamation be- 
forehand at the tempting price of ninety Jews for one talent, so 
vast was the intended sweep of the population of Judea. . 

Judas had with him a handful of 6,000 men, which was reduced 
on the eve of battle by the wholesale exemptions prescribed by the 
law, to a half-handful of 3,000. Learning that Gorgias, the most 
famous general in the hostile army, was secretly gone out with a 
large force through by-ways, under the guidance of apostate Jews, 
to fall upon the rear of his camp in the night, Judas immediately 
took every man with him in a night counter surprise, routed the 
main body quietly until Gorgias returned without having found the 
men he went for, but finding them now to his surprise and cost. 
At this sight his men broke in a panic, and fell down slain by thou- 
sands—stated as 9,000 in all—so that of all that formidable army 
nothing remained by morning in the field. Judas gathered up all 
the money that the merchants had brought to purchase the non- 
combatant population of Judea after the men were all slain, and 
added to it the proceeds of a sale of the merchants themselves. 

The next great battle was fought with Timotheus, another 
Syrian governor, and a general named Bacchides, with a loss to them 
of over 20,000 men, besides much money and military supplies. 

Lysias now determined to use force enough to end the disasters 
of the war (B. C. 165), and started at the head of 65,000 horse 
and foot. Judas met him with 10,000, and routed his army with 
5,000 of them slain. Lysias retired to Antioch to make preparation 
for a campaign that should be surely decisive. 

Meanwhile Judas, now unopposed, marched on Jerusalem, took 
possession of the city and temple, cleansed the defiled sanctuary, 
re-established the priesthood and sacrifices, and refurnished the 
service of God with golden vessels and apparatus from the treasure 


that he had captured. oe! 
A great festival of rededication was held, beginning on the very 
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day three and a half years (the great typical prophetic “1260 days”) 
after the date when the temple had been desecrated and the city 
desolated by Apollonius in concert with the high priest and his 
party of the day. 

Anteiochus, hearing of these things in his ill-fated Eastern ex- 
pedition, set out for Judea in a heat of rage that bore him up in 
prodigious fortitude under the pangs of a horrible disease with 
which he was stricken like a later tyrant (Acts x11:23), until he 
was thrown out by the overturning of his chariot in its furious 
speed, and so badly hurt that he could go no farther, and died the 
most miserable of deaths at a place in the mountains between Persia 
and Babylonia, called Tabe. The pangs of a guilty and awakened 
conscience, added to the tortures too loathsome to describe that con- 
sumed his entrails, belong to a tradition of interest to which we 
can barely allude; with the story of his dying confession, unavyail- 
ing repentance and vows of reparation, issuing in no peace but only 


in madness and horrid visions of demons surrounding him in his ~ 


dying moments. This remarkable story should be credited to the 
authority of the heathen historian Polybius, as well as of Jo- 
sephus; although the former naturally refers the retribution 
to the impieties of Anteiochus in the desecration of the temples of 
his own gods. 

The infinitely more important and much debated prophecies of 
Daniel which turn upon the typical relations of this arch-enemy of 
the Church, and confederate of all its internal treasons, constitute 
an apocalyptic branch of the subject to which we cannot here 
return. 

But peace did not follow the death of Anteiochus. It proved 
that he was but the head and front of a widespread hatred such 
as the Jews have had to suffer in all nations and all ages by the 
judgment of God so clearly denounced upon their apostasies by 
Moses in advance. In the first place, while the Syrian hostilities 
were temporarily suspended on the death of Anteiochus, Judas 
was occupied in successful conflict with the Edomites on the south 
and the Ammonites on the east; in which he restored and re- 
fortified the borders of his country. 

But the unabated hostility of the heathen provinces on all sides, 
allied with the apostate Jews in Judea, soon broke forth in arms 


under the countenance of the Syrian power. Repeated invasions —

and great conflicts took place, in which the apostate high priest 
Menelaus and his party bore a part in hope of restoration to power 
in Jerusalem. But Menelaus took nothing by his impious intrigues 
and struggles, for Lysias accused him justly to the son and suc- 
cessor of Anteiochus E., as a selfish fomentor of trouble in the 
province, and he was miserably put to death; although Alcimus, a 
man equally unworthy, was named high priest in his stead. Deme- 
trius, the next king by force of arms more than inheritance, for 
the furtherance of his own interests, favored the pretensions of 
Alcimus with military support, but Judas defeated his forces with 
like splendid and preternatural success as formerly. Perhaps “it 
was a failure of faith at last, that he now entered into alliance with 
the Romans, and so opened the way for his country into the midst 
of those entanglements in which the Romans played off each king- 
dom, with its king or pretender, as the case might be, against an- 
other, until their gradual encroachments and wars brought all the 
countries of Asia under subjection. Shortly after this, the glorious 
career of Judas Maccabeus was ended in his last battle with the 
forces of the Syrian king (B. C. 161), where he was deserted by 
the most of his small army, and died fighting but overpowered by 
numbers. 
The remaining brothers, Jonathan and Simon, continued the 
conflict against foes without and within, with continued success 
and renown in many battles; until Alcimus dying in the next year, 
Bacchides, his military supporter, returned to Antioch, and Deme- 
trius, under orders from Rome, refrained from troubling the Jews 
for some two years. After this, however, the heathen-Jewish party 
intrigued against Jonathan with such effect at the Syrian court, 
that Bacchides was again sent into Judea against him. After in- 
effectual attempts, with effective opposition from Jonathan and 
Simon, Bacchides grew weary of the war and of the wicked plot- 
ters who had brought it about, and entered into a treaty of peace. 
Thenceforward, Jonathan governed from Michmash (Saul’s old 
capital seat) under the Syrian king, according to the law of Moses ; 
cut off the apostates, and reformed religion and justice in the ponti- 
fical administration. rs 

Vicissitudes followed in the government at Antioch, with wars 
in which Jonathan was involved and proved successful on both 


sides by turns. He made a fresh league with the Romans, and 
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rebuilt the walls of Jerusalem as well as of other fortified places 
in Judea, but was still unable to dislodge the garrison, of heathen 
Jews mostly, which under Syrian authority had desperately main- 
tained itself since Apollonius established it in the beginning of 
the war. In a new invasion headed by Tryphon in behalf of a 
new pretender to the crown, Jonathan was entrapped and mur- 
dered by treachery. 

Thus ended another great Maccabean leader, and Simon alone 
of the five brothers was left to take his place, and to contend in 
diplomatic intrigues at Rome and in arms at home, with the suc- 
cessive pretenders to the Syrian crown. His successes were great; 
including the grant of independent sovereignty in Judea, which 
may be called the temporary crown of the Jewish Maccabzan revo- 
lution. By consent of the priests, elders and king, this authority 
was confirmed to his descendants. He accordingly accomplished 
the displacement of the garrison of Apollonius (B. C. 142), from 
the fort built by him, which had been for twenty-five years a 
scourge and a menace to Jerusalem. He also renewed his father’s 
_ league with the Romans, and obtained their injunction against 
further interference by any and all of the neighboring powers. 
How nearly this constituted a Roman protectorate, and in logical 
consequence the Roman dominion which ultimately resulted, the 
intelligent reader of history, ancient and modern, will readily per- 
ceive. He was murdered in Jericho, with two of his sons, by 
poison, at a banquet given by his son-in-law, whom he had made 
governor there, and who aspired to seize the sovereignty of the 
state. The remaining son was the celebrated John Hyrcanus, who 
defeated the aspirant and maintained and extended the dominion 
of his father. 

We pause here at the confirmation of the Maccabean or As- 
monean dynasty in its first regal descendant, in the beginning of 
brief Jewish independence and of the Roman protectorate which 
so soon absorbed it. The remainder of the story, to the time of 
Christ, continues the contention of Jewish sects and princes until 
the progress of Roman destiny gathered them all into the Roman 
Empire. aed 
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BIBLE REVISIONS REVISED. 
Matthew xxvi: 69 to 75. 
The Fall of Peter, in trying to follow Jesus Incognito. 

69. R. V. here seems correctly to amend “palace” to court, in 
which the underlings were assembled. “Damsel” is modernized as 
“maid” ; the present conventional sense of paidiské. It is mia pai- 
diské, one maid, or as we would say, one of the maids. “Jesus of 
Galilee (A. V.) is correct; not Jesus the Galilean as R. V. 

71. “Jesus of Nazareth,” again, is correct in A. V., rather than 
“the Nazarene,” as revised. “This fellow” (A. V.) is properly 
enough neutralized in R. V. as “this man.” “Also” was with (both 
versions) is dropped from text. “The porch,’ where Peter was, 
at the second and third denial, appears from Luke xx: 61, to 
have been the place where Jesus was held until daylight for formal 
trial, and into which Peter meanwhile, in the course of the “one 
hour,” had ventured, and so met the sad and pitying glance of his 
dishonored master. 

%2. “I do not know the man” (A. V.) seems preferable, for em- 
phasis, to R. V. “I know not the man.” 

%3. A little after (meta mikron) would be more literal than 
the A. V., and shorter and more literal than R. V. “after a little 
while.” “Came unto him they that stood by” (A. V.) follows the 
text more closely than R. V. “Of a truth” (aléthds) is a literal 
emendation in the R. V. 

74. “To curse and to swear, saying” (A. V.) is judiciously 
amended, “to curse, and to swear ‘I know not the man’ ;” (rather 
than to swear profanely and at large, which is not intended by 
omnuein. ) 

"5. Both versions say, “before the cock crow, thou shalt [wilt] 
deny me thrice. The text of Westcott & Hort reads, “before the 
cock crow thrice,” ete. But it may be read, though not easily, 
“before the cock crow, thrice thou wilt deny me.” Their text is 
the same in the prediction of Jesus at the supper. 

MATTHEW XXVII: CHRIST BEFORE PILATE. 

1. “When the morning was come” (lawful time for the business) 
and “all the chief priests and elders” were assembled; the judg- 
ment of death was formally pronounced, in the presence of the 
victim wnbound; and then they bound him again, and led him 


away to Pilate. 
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2. Immaterial grammatical corrections (R. V.) “And they bound 
him,” for “and when they had bound him.” “Delivered him up” 
(paredékan) for “delivered him ;” (“up” here superfluous and also 
unliteral.) 

3. “Judas which [who] betrayed him (paradous) R. V. correctly 
for “had betrayed him.” “When he saw that he was condemned” 
—unexpectedly is implied. Probably Judas, like Peter, had fallen 
into the snare of his own confident calculation. 

4. I sinned (hémarton) in that I betrayed innocent blood, is 
literal translation. Both versions uselessly violate the tense of the 
original. Other texts read, more plausibly, dikaion, righteous, for 
“Innocent” ; same as Jesus said, Matthew xxuI: 35. 

5. “Cast the pieces of silver into the temple (eis to naon) ; as 
if Judas ventured only to the entrance of the holy place, and 
threw the silver inside: noted only by the R. V. But naon is par- 
ticularized by the unusual and unnecessary distinction “sanctuary” 
instead of temple. Went away (apelthén) and hanged himself ;” 
R. V. pleonastically as usual on that word. 

9. The clause, hon etimésanto apo huidn Israel, is untranslatable, 
unless we may be allowed to drop the n in both hon and etimésanto, 
making ho etimésato, singular number; when the elause falls nat- 
urally into English, as Who was priced from (or by) sons of Is- 
rael. If the text must stand as it does, we must give it up, with 
the versions, both of which are without text, and purely arbitrary. 
The substitution of “priced” for “valued” (R. V.) seems unnec- 
essary, and hardly felicitous. 

11. And Jesus stood before the governor” (A. V.): changing 
“and” to “now” is usual with the Revisers, but is at least unnec- 
essary here. oe 

13. Witness against thee” (both versions) is, in modern English 
usage, note or observe. Testify, we would now say; a small but 
proper amendation in style. 

14. The Revision is perhaps more precise or less homely, but 
immaterial. 4 

15. “Now at that feast,” or at the feast, or at a feast: of these, 
the last, though not used, is the more literal of the three. As the 
sense of “feast” is exclusively pleasure, it might be well to substi- 
tute festival, in the case of religious celebrations generally. 

“People,” and “multitude” for ochid, in the versions respectively, 
are both inexact. Crowd, or concourse, would show that feature 
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of the scene. It was no large or popular gathering, but a crowd of 
“heelers” assembled by the political powers. The “people” were 
feared by the rulers, who had to do their work at night, with the 
help of a traitor and a proletariat mob; both at this time, and 
later, after the Ascension and the Day of Pentecost. 

16, “A notable prisoner:” notorious would exactly represent 
epidémon in the bad sense here obvious. 

18. “Had deliverel him” is another of the useless violations of 
tense which are frequent in both versions. Read: For he knew 
that they delivered him up (pareddkan) through envy. 

19. “Have suffered” is another useless violation of tense, in both 
versions. What is the matter with “For I suffered (epathon) many 
things, this day, in a dream”? 

21. “Whether of the twain” (both versions) was good English 
once, but not so correct or so easy as which of the two. 

23. “What evil hath he done” is wrong in tense, again, in both 
versions. What evil did he do? (epovésen). 
~ 24. “When Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing” (A. V.) 
is corrected in mood by the Revisers—“saw that he prevailed” ete. 
Consistent persistence in such corrections would have bettered the 
Revision and shortened these notes. A temptation to better the 
text a little seems to beset the zealous translator and reviser, alike. 

26. In latter clause, the A. V. is the better for literality. 


NEW WOMENS MISSION IN BROOKLYN FOR THE JEWS. 


The Women’s Baptist Home Mission Society, having its head- 
quarters in Chicago, expects to open a new work soon among the 
Jews of Brooklyn, N. Y. Two missionaries have been appointed, 
Miss Maude E. Darrow and Miss Gisela Fleischmann, the latter 
being a Jewess. Both are graduates of the Baptist Missionary 
Training School, Chicago, of the class of 1903. Miss Jeanette 
Gedalius was graduated in 1892, and labored among the Jewish 
women and children in New York City from October, 1893, till the 
Summer of 1898, when she was transferred to Chicago, The work 
to be done in Brooklyn will be house to house visitation among the 
women and children, with probably a school for the latter—The

CHRISTIAN ALLIANCE WORKERS OFF FOR JERUSALEM. 

Mrs. Abbie C. Morrow and Miss Bessie Kaufman, who have just 
‘sailed, will shortly begin missionary work in Jerusalem. Mrs. Mor- 
row will establish an orphanage for the Jewish children with her 
own means. Miss Kaufman was a Jewess, formerly a teacher at 
the Hephzibah House, and she is now going out for the first time, 
under the direction of the Christian Alliance. 
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“0. O. M.”—OUR OWN MISSIONARY. 


The man who subscribed for a church clock because he liked to 
have his money where he could hear it clink, may or may not have 
sought the miser’s joy; but he exemplified a common element of 
human nature that might be turned to higher uses. Weak hearts 
that we are, we seem to need a heart stimulant to set us going, and 
there is nothing in that line like seeing for ourselves that some- 
thing is done by our efforts or sacrifices, and, small as our own 
may be, that they are “not in vain”—dare we say “in the Lord?” 
If not that, it is something to see that they are not in vain in 
a combination among ourselves. 

We learned some things from our Dutch brethren in South 
Africa, or at least, some Dutch words, during the late war there. 
One of them was Oom, with the sense of Uncle. Although to 
many the cabalistic letters were perplexing, it strikes us as a happy 
co-incidence, that the Presbyterian Forward Movement Committee 
have given this motto to every church that gets itself together for 
the special and entire support of one or more of “Our Own Mis- 
sionaries.” Why should not every church be a Missionary So- 
ciety within itself, and have its own missionary or missionaries in 
the field? And although One is their Father, even God, may not 
the church modestly make itself Oom, or Uncle, to them? 

Here are some of the fruits of the avuncular relation of the 
church to its missionary helpers, as disclosed in the experience of 
a Presbyterian Church in New York: 

“Under the auspices of the Home Board [of the Church] a 
chapel-school-house has been built in a strategic centre in the Ken- 
tucky mountains, and church and educational work is carried on 
by a missionary pastor and his wife and three young women 
teachers, while an additional worker and his wife give their time 
to evangelistic itineration throughout the community. Two 
houses have been purchased for use for manse purposes, the total 
investment in real estate and fixtures being nearly $5,000. Tuition 
receipts from the prosperous academy work nearly cover the salaries 
of the three teachers, beyond which the entire expense has been 
provided by the Central Presbyterian Church, New York. é 
The whole country, formerly without a single Sunday school, is 
being influenced by the Gospel; many of the students have become 


Christians and carry on Sunday School work in the scattered ham- 
lets where they are teaching district schools.” 


THE STATION IN CHINA. 
“Progress on the field abroad has been ‘even more striking. 
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After sending out and maintaining in Peking for a year a mis- 
sionary and his wife, who were forced by illness to return, the 
church, nothing daunted, undertook the support of two single men 
in Nanking, and expanding its plans with the Providential opening 
for pushing on into the interior, soon added to its staff a third 
minister and a doctor, his brother, both married. 

“Work has been established at a new point in Northern An Hui 
with every evidence of Divine favor, and desirable temporary resi- 
dence and dispensary quarters have been secured. Several thou- 
sand dollars have already been tendered for the purchase of land 
and the erection of the necessary buildings, while the father of the 
two members of the missionary party, who are self-supporting, has 
promised to provide a hospital. The working force now numbers 
eight, the latest accession being a young woman from the home 
church Christian Endeavor Society, standing, high in her profes- 
sion as a trained nurse. 

“Meanwhile, missionary interest runs higher and higher, and 
there is every indication that the church will continue to provide 
for the entire station without expense to the Board. Several mis- 
sionaries at other points, home and foreign, are maintained by in- 
dividuals or societies in the church. Some of the young people 
are looking eagerly towards the missionary’s calling. Prayer for 
missions has been greatly stimulated, and the monthly missionary 
meeting, with its letters and stereopticon views from the fields, is 
increasingly popular and influential.” 

“The general beneficence of the church continues to grow, in- 
cluding the annual offerings for the Mission Board’s treasuries; 
and recently, when long deferred alterations to the home church 
edifice became necessary, more than the sum called for—some 
$28,000—was promptly subscribed, effectually disposing of the fear _ 
that we were giving so much to others that there would be nothing 
left for home needs.” 

COLLEGE “UNCLES” IN INDIA. 

John R. Mott visited a college in Ceylon where he found a band 
of students so poor that sixteen of them occupied one room. Near 
the building was a garden, in which they spent their spare time 
cultivating bananas. When Mr. Mott inquired: “What do you do 
with the money?” they took him to the shore and pointed to an 
island off in the sea. “T'wo years ago,” they said, “we sent one 
of our graduates there. He started a school, and it has developed 
now into a church. We are going to send him to another island 
this year.” They also said that they had instructed their cook 
that every tenth handful of rice should be laid aside, that they 
might sell it, in order to have Christ preached a little more widely. 


A FEW NIECES AND NEPHEWS OF REY. DR. STEARNS’S (REF'D 
EPISCOPAL) CHURCH. 


Miss Pratt writes of much zeal on the part of the Bible women 
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in Yokohama, of whom we are supporting over forty. Miss Finch 
in her work among the soldiers and sailors at Yokosuka, is also 
much encouraged, but she has been ill. . . . . The great ery 
from the workers in China is for more laborers to enter the open 
doors, and several of the missionaries, oppressed by the great need, 
have sent money to help bring out new missionaries. When you 
receive this, our Mr. and Mrs. Dreyer, with a party from Toronto, 
will be nearing China, returning most gladly to their labors there. 
Fe Miss Ford writes from Galilee of as many as sixty 
Moslem women attending her meetings. . . . Our many 
interests in India report encouragingly, but building and more 
room are greatly needed by Mr. and Mrs. Lee, with whom we have 
over sixty, either in active work or in training; and Mr. and Mrs. 
Jewson, with whom we have more than forty orphan boys.—King- 
dom Tidings. 


ECHOES OF THE GOSPEL IN BRAZIL. 
A SINGULAR CHAIN OF CONVERSIONS. 

About six years ago Jose Arruda, sergeant of a cavalry regiment, 
deserted, and enlisted as a private in the National Army; soon 
after taking an active part in suppressing a very serious rebellion. 
During this war so great was Arruda’s distress of mind that he 
eagerly sought death, exposing himself again and again, but to 
no avail. . . . One night while walking in a distracted man- 
ner through the streets of this city he found himself in front of our 
preaching hall, and led by some impulse he entered and took a 
_ seat, listening with deepest interest to the testimonies of our con- 
_verts and to the preaching of the Gospel. From that time on he 
was a regular attendant at all the meetings with the result that at 
the end of about two weeks he was soundly converted. Some time 
afterwards he confessed to me that he was a deserter from his 
regiment and said he felt God wanted him to go before the proper 
authorities and incur any penalty they might inflict, rather than 
risk a possible scandal after he had begun to preach. The day 
following he presented himself to the commanding officer of his 
regiment, confessed to having deserted, and gave as a reason for his 
confession, the fact of his being converted. God used his testimony, 
and the manifest change in his life, to impress and convince the 
major, who not only arranged that Arruda should escape punish- 
ment, but. promised to come here and hear for himeslf. Since then, 
he (the major) has publicly confessed Christ. A lieutenant named 
Jose Anislau, was also convicted through his testimony, and came 
to the meetings several times, and then decided to come out for 
Christ. He was living illegally with a woman, but took imme- 


diate steps to get married. The woman has also accepted the 


Gospel, and they were married on the tenth of this month. The 
brother of the major is also converted, and another soldier, who 
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was a most wicked man, is completely changed by the power of God. 

Since then Major da Luz has been terribly tempted and perse- 
euted. The Jesuits wrote a letter to the Commander-in-chief ac- 
cusing the major of spending his time preaching religion instead 
of attending to his duties. There is a strong movement on foot 
to make him lose his position. 

About the first of the month another official of the army came 
to our meetings and was awakened at once by the Holy Spirit. 
The next meeting he returned with his wife-and children, and the 
whole family was deeply moved by the Gospel story. The next 
_ meeting found the whole family here desirous of confessing Christ, 

and when the time for testimony came both he and his wife con- 
fessed Jesus and rejoiced in God their Savior. 


SAMUEL MELLO, OF BRAZIL. 
A “YOUNG RULER” WHO WENT AWAY SORROWFUL, BUT GAVE UP ALL 
THAT HE HAD, AND RETURNED. 


A little over a year ago, while conducting a mission in the sea- 
port town of Santos, our meetings began to be attended by a man 
above the ordinary class of our hearers, who are generally, almost 
entirely, of the poorer class. He was well dressed and a man of 
some education. Meeting after meeting found him in his place 
on one of the rough benches in the old coffee warehouse where we 
assembled, and he left as silently as he entered. I heard that he 
was a well-to-do money-lender of the city, named Samuel Mello. 
It was evident that he was very much impressed and attracted by 
the Gospel, for although he lived two miles away, and no matter 
what the weather was, he did not miss a meeting. 

On his conversion he immediately closed down his business, 
heedless of great financial losses, cut loose from his political, ma- 
sonic and other bondages, and began to give splendid public testi- 
monies at our meetings. In a few months he was preaching in 
great power in our headquarters at Sao Paulo, his knowledge of 
God’s Word in this short time being marvelous; and he soon be- 
came our best and most effectual speaker. 

Senor Mello has given himself and all he has to God, making 
no reservations whatever. He is anxious for the time when the 
shall have liquidated everything and spent it for God, that he may 
be more dependent on Him alone for everything. So that while ~ 
he himself lives very modestly and endures hardships like a good 
soldier, he is rapidly spending all his money in the work of evan- 
gelization. cee 

Within six months he undertook his first missionary journey, 
~ and as a result many were converted and a church established in 
Minas. And so it has gone on. Wherever he has preached great 
interest has been aroused, and-in many places people have been 
converted. 
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Nine months after his conversion, he fitted out an expedition 
on horseback, at great expense, to evangelize the two southern 
States of Parana and Santa Catherina. Arriving at the coast of 
Paranagua, a city of about 8,000 inhabitants, a room was hired 
and the Gospel preached, with such result that in a day or two it 
was found necessary to hire as large a room as could be found, and 
one of the converts set to work and made seats for two hundred 

eople. 

: At this time, Mr. Reginald Young, from Sao Paulo, joined 
Senhor Mello. Night after night the hall was packed with eager 
and interested people, every available corner being filled, and the 
average nightly attendance reached 350 persons. 

The whole town was in an uproar, and the priests published a 
strong manifesto against us. 

This manifesto was scattered all over the city; but, in the © 
providence of God, we received warning of it several hours before 
its circulation, and so were able to issue a counter manifesto, of 
exactly the same appearance as that of the priests, denying their 
charges, declaring our intention at all costs to preach the whole 
counsel of God in Paranagua, and inviting the people to come and 
hear for themselves the pure Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

The effect was tremendous. The public demonstration incited 
by the priests ended in a fizzle, and when next day we circulated 
another and larger manifesto, dealing with the false charges made 
against us and justifying our attitude against idolatry by publish- 
ing the Second Commandment (according to the Roman version 
of the Bible), the battle was ours, or rather God’s, and the meet- 
ings were more thronged than ever. 

For over sixty nights running, our hall was filled with appre- 
ciative crowds, giving a total attendance of over eleven thousand. 

The opposition of the priests collapsed. The Freemasons, after 
trying to create a riot in several of our meetings, and shouting 
“Death! Death!” against Senhor Mello, also had to retire shame- 
faced from the field. 

THE BLESSING IN PARANAQUA CONTINUES. 

Our members there have increased to such an extent that it has 
been found necessary to erect a plain but spacious wooden church 
with a residence attached. The land has been purchased, a most 
desirable site, and the work of building has started. The total 
me will not be less than £400, all of which comes out of Bro.
